Une of these victims was Elizabath Tarner,
formerly o glave of Philemon T. Hambleton, of
Talbot county, Maryland. On the second day
after she attained ler [reedom by the new
Constitution, her master made her his appren-
tios. The Chief Justios says that, after the
new Copstitution went into effect, “almost im
mediately, many of Lhe freed peopla of Talbot

conuty wore colleoted together, under some
local authority, the uaturs of which doss not
glearly appear, and the younger persons were

bound as ppprentices, nsually, il not nlways,
to their masters,” It for relief from tl
apprenticeship that Elizabeth Turnsr appealed
to the Clijef Justice, in the United States Cir-
cuit Court in Baltimore. A writ of
corpus was issued by the court, commanding
Hambleton to produce the body of Elizabuth
Turner, to certily to the true canse of her de-
tention, and to give o reasan (if any e had)
why ghe ghould not be discharged. Hamble-
